Last August, Joanne Montgomery, Deputy 
Clerk of Van Buren Charter Township, 
submitted this nomination of Leon Wright 
for Michigan Association of Municipal 
Clerks’ 2017 Township Clerk of the Year 
award. 

And, he won. On July 18 his award was 
celebrated at the township board meeting. 

Leon is the Clerk of Van Buren Township. 
Joanne said she has had the privilege to 
work with Leon since he was first elected 
in 2008. Her nomination letter describes 
many projects and initiatives Leon has 
brought to fruition. 

During his time as Clerk, Leon has 
received funding from the Belleville Area 
Civic Fund to provide the high school 
students with real-life voting experience. 
Leon transforms the high school into a 
voting precinct for the Student Council 
Election. He has ballots coded and uses 
M100 tabulators for the Student Council 
Election. High school seniors serve as 
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election inspectors for the election. Leon 
uses this as an opportunity for recruitment 
of precinct workers and voter registration 
of high school seniors. 

The Tyler Cemetery has benefited 
from the donations from the Belleville 
Area Civic Fund, spearhead by Leon, 
for improvements of adding fence and 
replacing the maintenance shed. He has 
also used highway millings from local road 
improvement projects to improve access to 
the cemetery. 

Leon is a man with a compassion for 
helping other people. When a community 
member was tragically killed, he assisted 
in raising funds to cover the burial plot. 
He helps with the Coats of School Kids 
Program to donate ten coats in each of the 
six elementary schools in the Van Buren 
Public School System. Adopting a local 
family for Christmas is also on Leon’s 
list. So is helping with relief efforts and 
donations for community fire victims.

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Lowering of Belleville Lake i in 1 past caused problems, opportunities

Last week, the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees voted in favor of a 
plan by Supervisor Kevin McNamara to 
lower Belleville Lake so residents and the 
township can repair docks and seawalls 
and clean up the lake. 

It is tentatively planned for September or 
October, 2019, when the Ford Lake Dam 
will close off the flow of the Huron River 
into Belleville Lake and French Landing 
Dam will open its gates to let the water 
empty out. 

Matthew Best, deputy director of the 
VBT planning and economic development 
department, said the plan would be to lower 
the lake three to seven feet and maybe 
more. Best is the township’s environmental 
expert. 

Belleville Lake was formed in 1925 
when Detroit Edison dammed up the river 
at French Landing. It has been lowered 
several times over the years and always 
with problems of shifting shorelines caused 
by the drying up of the soil. 

In September of 1973, the Department of 
Natural Resources lowered the lake as part 
of its plan to poison the “trash fish” (mainly 
carp) in the lake that were crowding out 
game fish. The DNR was paying for the 
project which would end up with the 
planting of game fish and an estimated $1.5 
million increase in recreational revenue 
for VBT and the City of Belleville, which 
surround the lake. 

On Sept. 17, the draining started and the 
lake level had dropped about 11 feet of 
the 30-32 feet planned when it was halted 
because there were partial collapses of the 
embankment along a portion of Belleville 
Road at the bridge and Denton Road at that 
bridge. 

The shifting embankment opened up a 
150’ fissure along Belleville Road near the 
entrance to the bridge. 

The two bridges were closed to traffic 
because they were deemed unsafe and 
Belleville residents heading to I-94 had a 
six-mile-long detour. 

As, the earthen embankment supporting 
the road shifted, a section dropped about 
three feet and opened a cut about eight 
inches wide, according to William Mascaro, 
an engineer with the Wayne County Road 
Commission. 

Belleville Mayor Royce E. Smith 
criticized the DNR’s method of operation 
and in particular for not having inspected 
the two bridge structures before initiating 
the drainage project. 

The collapsing embankment also threated 
to burst the 8” gas line into the city which 
ran about four feet beneath the fissure. 
Michigan Consolidated Gas Company 
officials feared that shifting earth would

pressure the main to the breaking point. 

Gas company crews worked all day 
Sept. 24 to uncover the main and relieve 
pressures on the line from the shifting earth. 
Work crews looped steel cables around the 
main and secured them to guard rails on the 
other side of the roadway. 

Officials feared further drainage would 
undermine the roadbed itself. 

DNR manager for Southern Michigan 
William Laycock said his department 
wanted to complete the lake draining 
project if further damage appeared unlikely. 
He said his department was aware that the 
loss of water pressure against the shoreline 
could cause the embankment to shift 

He said the DNR had been advised that by 
draining the lake gradually the possibilities 
of earth collapsing would be minimized. He 
said that is why the DNR planned to drop 
the lake gradually over a two-week period 
from mid-September to early October. 

The plan had been to take the lake level 
down to the stream bed and then poison 
the fish with rotenone. It would take less 
poison if there was less water. 

Then, they would clean out the trash fish, 
fill the lake, and plant game fish. 

While officials decided what to do, 


hundreds of local residents went out to look 
at what was uncovered so far, including a 
cement road, the old Belleville Road that 
crossed the Huron River in the early days 
before there was a lake. 

The cement road had something scratched 
into the concrete, apparently by those who 
laid it. It said: “Clark & Son, July 1904.” 
Youngsters had fun riding their bikes on 
the newly discovered, old road. 

The west end of Belleville Lake was 
drained to the bottom. 

The Wayne County Sheriff’s Department 
reported recovering several safes, numerous 
handguns and rifles, a car stolen three years 
earlier, and many boats, including one with 
a 50 horsepower motor attached. Many cars 
and pieces of cars were found, as well. 

Visitors took lots of pictures of what they 
found under the lake, which included a 
wheelchair, tree stumps, and lots of cans, 
glass, and other debris. Some used small 
boats or canoes to travel the river way and 
water still left in the lake. 

At first, the project was cancelled and then 
reinstated after a meeting was organized 
by local people to meet with the DNR 
at Belleville High School auditorium. It 
was attended by more than 850 people 


supporting the project. 

It was started. The first use of a helicopter 
in Michigan to assist in a lake treatment 
allowed the rotenone to be sprayed into 
otherwise inaccessible areas of the lake. 
The helicopter was also used as a spotter 
and coordinator during the fish kill. The 
rest of the rotenone was dumped out of 
barrels into the backwash of boats. 

Because of the anticipated large kill of 
rough fish, an organized dead fish pick-up 
program was planned. Fisheries’ personnel 
enlisted the aid of 40 prison trustees, 
township workers, National Guardsmen, 
local businesses, schools and school 
children, sportsmen clubs, and interested 
citizens. 

Belleville High School officials declared 
a “Cleanup Day” allowing some 400 
students to help out. 

Some 850,000 pounds of carcasses were 
hauled to the landfill, with 95% being 
carp. 

Fish restocking began immediately after 
detoxification of the lake one week after 
the 11 days of cleanup ended.

Editorial 
Sumpter Township 
board immediately 
replaces Hoffman 


Sumpter Township Supervisor John 
Morgan immediately replaced Clerk 
Clarence Hoffman, who died July 14, with 
Hoffman’s former deputy clerk, Esther 
Hurst. 

At Tuesday’s regular meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees, 
Supervisor Morgan recommended Hurst 
for the position and the rest of the board 
agreed. Trustee Don Swinson was on 
vacation and absent from the meeting. 

Trustee Hurst had to resign verbally before 
34" District Court Judge David Parrott 
could swear her in to her new position as 
clerk. Judge Parrott was waiting for the 
board vote out of sight in the back room. 

Hurst had worked for the township for 
more than 30 years and as deputy clerk for 
Hoffman. She retired and then ran against 
Hoffman for his job — and lost. 

Supervisor Morgan, who spoke in glowing 
terms of Hoffman at Tuesday’s meeting, 
had dumped him from the Morgan Team in 
the 2016 election and put in Hurst for clerk. 
All the members of the Morgan Team won, 
except for Hurst. Voters retained Hoffman 
as their clerk and the board was a little 
hostile to him ever since. 

Now the Morgan Team is intact, although 
a member of the audience threatened recall 
over Hurst’s appointment. 

Morgan has yet to recommend a new 
trustee to fill Hurst’s vacant position.

Sumpter Township reports it has received 
a letter from Wayne County saying no more 
paving will be done on Bemis Road this 
year. Maybe, next year. 

This is another chapter in the ongoing saga 
of Bemis Road. A large part of the eastern 
end, near Haggerty/Savage, is crumbling 
and has potholes that drivers try to avoid by 
driving into the oncoming lane. 

Well, a month or so ago, the county came 
and put new, smooth blacktop on about a 
quarter mile of Bemis, just east of Sumpter 
Road. The southern lane of the roadway 
in Sumpter Township, was done first and 
then the next week the northern lane of 
the roadway, in Van Buren Township, was 
done. And, then nothing else was done. The 
bumps at the beginning and end of the new 
asphalt were beginning to really annoy local 
drivers. 

Also annoying is that that part of Bemis was 
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not bad, but the bad part is being ignored. 

There are those who think that bit of 
roadway was upgraded because Wayne 
County Executive Warren Evans keeps his 
horse at a ranch at the east end of the new 
asphalt on the Sumpter side.

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
he asked Evans about the new asphalt and 
Evans reportedly told him he didn’t do that. 
Also, our County Commissioner Al Haidous 
told me on July 18 that he hadn’t heard about 
the paving, although Sumpter officials have 
said they have been calling his office to ask 
about it and have left many messages. 

On Tuesday, Wayne County trucks 
smoothed the roadway so the big bumps 
disappeared. People were hoping they were 
there to pave the whole road. Nope.

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VBT board approves possible draw-down of Belleville Lake in 2019

Van Buren Township now has the right to 
ask the operators of French Landing Dam 
to draw-down the water level of Belleville 
Lake by three to seven feet for two weeks 
in September or October 2019 to give 
residents a chance to repair their docks and 
sea walls. 

At its July 18 regular meeting the VBT 
Board of Trustees voted unanimously 
to approve the agreement with Eagle 
Creek Hydro Holdings, LLC, new parent 
company of STS, operators of the dam, 
that gives the township the right to request 
the draw-down. 

Matthew Best, deputy director of 
planning and economic development, said 
Eagle Creek would take on costs of the 
draw-down, but that is not in writing in the 
agreement. The agreement states: “... STS 
shall take all actions reasonably necessary 
to timely accomplish the Drawdown...” 

Also, the draw-down will be in accordance 
with everything required by the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission, the 
Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality and/or the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources. 

VBT owns French Landing Dam and 
STS has been operating it. STS was sold 
to Eagle Creek, which has been buying up 
dams across the country. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara asked for 
this draw-down agreement in exchange 
for the township signing two documents 
needed by Eagle Creek: a landlord 
consent agreement and one to advance its 
refinancing. 

Best said the two agreements do not 
change anything for the township, but the 
supervisor took advantage of the signing to 
get the draw-down agreement. 

Best said between now and September 
2019, people can save up and, “if we so 
choose, if we pull the trigger” the draw- 
down would proceed. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said there are a 
lot of stumps and garbage in the lake. She 
asked how those would be cleaned out. 

Best said the maximum depth of the draw- 
down would be three to seven feet, and it’s 
“more for exposing the shoreline.”

“That’s a shame,” she said, noting the 
trees and trunks impede the waterway. 

Supervisor McNamara said community 
groups, with 300 to 400 people, can come 
up with plans to clean up the lake. 

Best said they would not be taking it 
down to the original riverbed. 

“Apply for as many grants as possible,” 
urged Trustee Sherry Frazier. She also 
recommended this plan to be communicated 
to the City of Belleville. Also, they should 
call meetings of lakeside residents. 

Trustee Frazier said Trustee Paul White 
said when they let the lake down the last 
time, things fell into the lake. 

“If we do decide to lower the lake, people 
need to know there is peril,” she said. 

Trustee Miller said a lot of residents leave 
for the winter and she’d hate to see them 
gone. 

“We’ll take our time,’ Supervisor 
McNamara said of the planning. 

“Thirty-five to 40 years ago, they drew 
down the lake and I went into a small boat 
in the river to look at it all,” Trustee White 
said. He said they should never request a 
stump to be removed from the lake because 
of the mucky bottom of the lake. 

“A few seawalls did suffer damage and 
the causeway on the north side of the 
bridge broke away and dropped into the 
lake,” White said. “A lot of residents have 
requested a draw-down for repairs. It’s a 
catch-22. In the fall is the lowest rainfall. 
Residents can make plans to repair their 
shoreline ... I think this will be great for 
the residents.” 

Best said STS Hydro said 14 days draw- 
down would have negligible effect on the 
dam.

Also, VBT should consult with their new 
engineers. 


Supervisor McNamara said he will work 
with the engineers and others. He said 
maybe the people who bring the 200 boats 
to the sandbar and make such a mess can

McGovern) and One America (Mike 
Murphy) as service providers for all the 
township’s defined contribution plans 
and authorized transfer of all of the $11.7 
million in plan assets. Human Resources 
Director Nicole Sumpter said the finance 
committee considered all the options for 
a year and Plante Moran did a $15,000 
study of the situation and recommended 
this as a large, $77,152, cost savings for 
employees; 

e Approved the supervisor’sreappointments 
of Steve Partridge and Gerald Graf to the 
Water and Sewer Commission with terms 
to expire June 1, 2019; 

e Approved the Downriver Utility 
Wastewater Authority Stipulated 
Agreement. DPW Director James Taylor 
said there would be no added cost to the 
township; 

e Approved a new Township Vehicle 
Management and Replacement Policy, as 
recommended by Director Taylor. This 
project will be looking at about 40 township 
vehicles and, Taylor said, a lot of the fleet 
is not up to standards. He said VBT wants 
to look like a premier community not the 
Beverly Hillbillies; 

e Approved the second (final) reading 
of an amendment to the General Code 
of Ordinances on general provisions 
of municipal civil infractions. Some 
violations will now carry fines instead of 
being misdemeanors with jail time; 

e Approved the second (final) reading 
of an addition to the General Code of 
Ordinances on dogs and animal waste. 
Owners will have to pick up after pets in 
public and not have waste a nuisance to 
neighbors on private property; 

e Approved the second (final) reading 
of an addition to the General Code of 
Ordinances on diseased or dangerous trees,

e Approved the second (final) reading 
of an amendment to the General Code of 
Ordinances on collection and disposal of 
solid waste. This has to do with dumpsters 
and moving PODs. After seven days a 
permit is required and it is free. After 30 
days there will be a charge; 

e Approved the first reading of an 
amendment to the General Code of 
Ordinances that allows security at Wayne 
County Community College to be trained 
by the VBT Police to write parking tickets 
at the college. They will be in full uniform 
and will cite under VBT ordinances; 

e Heard a proclamation by Supervisor 
McNamara to Wayne County Sheriff 
Benny Napoleon thanking him for the new 
patrol boat for Belleville Lake. “We needed 
a new boat and Benny Napoleon came up 
with a boat ... with a very fast engine,” 
McNamara said. He said its use will be a 
partnership between the Wayne County 
Sheriff and VBT; 

e Heard McNamara remember the 
late Sumpter Township Clerk Clarence 
Hoffman. He said when he was a county 
commissioner, Hoffman called him every 
week. “He was a dreamer. He worked so 
hard to get things done. Dreamers often 
get what they want.

ARTICLE II. - MUNICIPAL CIVIL INFRACTIONS 

Sec. 1-14. - Definitions. This Section defines the words and phrases used in this Article. 


Sec. 1-15. - Municipal civil infraction action, commencement. Authorized township officials issue citations directing the violator to appear 
in court. 


Sec. 1-16. - Citations; issuance and service. Citations must be issued as soon as possible and specify a reasonable time to appear at the 
34th District Court. Citations shall be numbered consecutively, in an approved form, and signed. Citations may be issued either based 
when the authorized township official has reasonable cause or based upon a complaint by a witness with approval of the prosecuting 
attorney. Violations may be served either by personal service or first class mail and posting of the property. 


Sec. 1-17. - Municipal ordinance violations bureau; creation; location; supervision; employees; rules and regulations. The 34th District 
Court will act as the municipal ordinance violation bureau. 

Sec. 1-18. - Authorized township officials. Township police officers, officials authorized by this Code or any township ordinance, and those 
other persons authorized by the Township Board may issue citations. 


Sec. 1-19. - Municipal civil infraction violation notices. Notices shall be issued and served by authorized township officials. The notice 
shall include the date by which to appear in court; how to appear; the address, phone number, and business hours of the court; the fine 
amount; and consequences for failing to appear. 


Sec. 1-20. - Appearance; payment of fines and costs. An alleged violator may pay the violation at the 34th District Court within the time 
prescribed. An appearance may be made by mail, in person or by representation. 


Sec. 1-21. - Procedure if admission of responsibility not made or fine not paid. A violation that is not paid within the prescribed time is 
transmitted to the 34th District Court and served by first-class mail on the alleged violator. 


Sec. 1-22. - Civil fines. 


Unless a different schedule of civil fines is provided, a first offense within three years carries a fine of $150, a second offense within 
three years carries a fine of $250, and a third or subsequent offense within three years carries a fine of $500. Each day is a separate 
offense. 


Sec. 1-23. - Accounting and disposition of civil fines. The 34th District Court will account for municipal civil infraction notices and the 
amount of fines collected. The amounts collected in civil fines shall be placed in the general fund of the township. 

Sec. 1-24. - Availability of other enforcement remedies. The Township can take any enforcement action authorized by law. 

Effective Date 

This amendment shall become effective 30 days after the first publication in a newspaper of general circulation within the Charter Township of Van Buren.

(Generally) to read as follows: 


THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN (“Township”), COUNTY OF WAYNE, MICHIGAN ORDAINS: 
Sec. 14-36. — Animal Waste 


(a) It shall be unlawful for any person having custody of any animal to allow, suffer or permit such animal to deposit feces on public or private property, including the 
public right of way, other than the property of the animal’s owner or keeper, without immediately removing such feces and depositing the same in asuitable 
waste receptacle. 

(b) Any person having custody of any animal which deposits feces on public or private property, other than the property of the owner, shall, upon being made 
aware of such fact, immediately remove such feces and deposit the same in a suitable waste receptacle. 

(c) Aproperty owner or lessee shall regularly pick up animal waste on his or her property and deposit the waste material in an appropriate receptacle or container 
so as not to cause animal waste to unnecessarily accumulate and thereby cause an unpleasant odor or other nuisance to adjacent properties. 

(d) Any person violating this section shall be responsible for a municipal civil infraction. The fine for violation of this section shall be one hundred fifty dollars 
($150.00) for a first offense, two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) for a second offense, and five hundred dollars ($500.00) for a third or subsequent offense.

ARTICLE VI. - DISEASED OR DANGEROUS TREES, SHRUBS AND PLANTS 
Sec. 42-275. - Purpose. To protect the public health, safety and welfare. 

Sec. 42-276. - Definitions. This section contains the definitions used in Article VI. 
Sec. 42-277. - Imminent danger. 


(a) Tree removal required. The owner shall remove a dangerous tree that poses an imminent danger causing injury to persons or 
property from falling or blowing over due to physical damage, disease, infestation, deterioration or decay. 


(b) Regulated woodland, wetland and/or environmental features area. Arequest to remove a dangerous tree(s) located within a regulated

and bluegill-green sunfish hybrids were 
planted. Fathead minnow were stocked to 
establish a forage base and fall fingerling 
rainbows were planted to provide fishing in 
1974. 

In 1974, walleye and northern pike 
were introduced via fry plants and second 
plantings of rainbows, largemouth bass 
and bluegills were made. Also introduced 
were pumpkinseed, black crappie, channel 
catfish and white bass. In 1975 additional 
stockings were made. 


Extensive creel census in 1975 and 1976 
documented the recreational fishing effort 
to be a success. 

In May 2012 a fish survey was conducted 
by the DNR on Belleville Lake and 27 
species were identified. Bluegills were 
the most abundant species, but they were 
small, with less than 20% over seven 
inches. Gizzard shad were the second most 
abundant species and 90% were over nine 
inches. Channel catfish ranked third in 
abundance and ranged from seven to 27 
inches. 

Detroit Edison owned the lake during the 
fish-kill project. Although it had agreed to 


turn over the lake, without charge, to VBT 
in January 1973, Edison asked for another 
year and didn’t turn it over until January, 
1974. The township assumed control of the 
dam at the same time. 

Local residents have reported that Detroit 
Edison used to lower the lake for about 
two feet for a short time each summer to 
allow people to maintain their docks and 
seawalls. 

Accidental poisoning of fish 

Actually, the story on lake lowering starts 
on May 13, 1973 when a similar DNR 
killing of fish for a restocking effort at Ford 
Lake led to an accident that killed fish in 
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Belleville Lake, just downstream. 

The opening of Ford Lake dam gates, 
reportedly by accident, led to the killing of 
240 ,000-350,000 pounds of fish that had to 
be hauled out of Belleville Lake. 

Property owners along Belleville Lake 
were upset when thousands of dead fish 
began rising to the top of the lake. 

Edward Doane, owner of Doane’s Bait 
Shop on North Liberty Street in Belleville, 
said he lost $300 worth of bait when the 
poisoned lake water came into his bait 
tanks from the lake. The DNR promised to 
reimburse him for the bait.

After this accident, the DNR temporarily 
banned the use of rotenone in the state. The 
poison suffocates the fish by cutting off the 
oxygen supply to their gills and was said to 
be safe for animals and humans. 

Twenty-three crew members from the 
DNR, 30 prison trustees from Camp 
Pontiac, and hundreds of local volunteers 
from Belleville and Van Buren Township 
spent several days cleaning up 120 tons of 
dead fish. This was just four months before 
the planned fish kill on Belleville Lake. 

The lake’s water level was lowered a little 
over four feet to permit the collection of the 
fish in May. 


French Landing Dam repairs 
Belleville Lake was also lowered in 1979 
to facilitate repairs to French Landing 
Dam. 

The Wayne County Road Commission 
filed for a restraining order on Dec. 6, 1979 
to stop VBT officials from further draining 
the lake, claiming it was damaging three 
highway causeways at Denton, Belleville, 
and Haggerty roads. 

Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Roman 
S. Gribbs granted the restraining order and 
then lifted it, advising the road commission 
to continue monitoring the bridges and to 
return to court if damage is evident. 

The township set up a 24-hour hotline for 
reporting damage caused by the project. 

The lake was being lowered by about the 
18 feet needed to make the necessary repairs 
on the 50-year-old dam. The project was 


being financed by a $1.6 million grant from 
the U.S. Department of Labor and included 
a training program for unemployed youths. 
The Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission ordered VBT to lower the 
water level in the impoundment due to 
structural deficiencies in the arch walls. 
The dam was necessary to keep water in 
Belleville Lake at the proper depth. 

Once the dam was repaired VBT went 
on to purchase generators and make it into 
an operating power station again, with 
electricity sold to Detroit Edison. 

Boating was banned during the lake 
lowering. The lake’s normal summer 
elevation of 650 feet above sea level was 
to be dropped to 646 feet Nov. 11, 642 feet 
Nov. 15, and then to 632 feet, the stopping- 
off place, on Dec. 1. 

A report in the Belleville Enterprise said, 
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“With the average depth reported at 16-17 
feet, a substantial portion of the lake will 
be exposed, will dry out and become hard 
during the winter months.” 

Lakefront property owners were advised 

that a permit from the state DNR was needed 
for any of the following: construction 
or major reconstruction work, dredging, 
filling, or removal of any stumps within the 
normal summer water level. 
Information for this story came from 
newspaper reports published in The 
Belleville Enterprise, The Detroit News, 
Detroit Free Press, Ypsilanti Press, and 
from Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources and DNR Lake Erie Management 
Unit reports.

Sec. 66-34. - Temporary portable storage containers and construction refuse containers. 


Temporary storage containers and construction refuse containers used on site for the purpose of moving, renovation, and other 
temporary activities, shall be subject to the following requirements: 


(a) General requirements. Temporary storage containers must be located in approved areas, shall not obstruct sidewalks or the use 
and enjoyment of adjoining properties, and shall bear the owner’s name and phone number. 


(b) Time limit. For single-family lots, permits are required after 7 days, but will not last more than 30 days, and must have an expiration 
date. In multiple-family, condominium, and non-residential developments, permits are issued at the same time as the applicable 
permit for construction and must be removed when the project is completed or the occupancy permit is issued. 


Sec. 66-35. - Penalty for violation of article. Violation is a civil infraction with a $150 fine for a first offense, $250 fine for a second offense, 
and $500 fine for a third or subsequent offense. Each day the violation exists is a separate offense. 


Sec. 66-36. - Declaration of nuisance. 


(a) Any disposal or transporting of garbage or rubbish in the township in violation of any provisions of this article is hereby declared to be 
a nuisance per se, and the person committing such violation shall be judged guilty of maintaining a nuisance per se. 


(b) The township supervisor or any member of the township board or the township ordinance enforcement officer shall institute any 
appropriate action or proceedings in law or equity to prevent, restrain, correct or abate any such nuisance. 


(c) The rights and remedies provided in this section are hereby declared to be cumulative and in addition to all other remedies provided

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Jasmine Bates named to 
new Teacher Leadership 
Advisory Council 


Jasmine Bates, a McBride Middle School 
math teacher, has been selected as one of the 24 
teachers who will serve on a new panel to help 
guide the state’s plan to implement the federal 
Every Student Succeeds Act (ESSA). 

On July 21 the Michigan Department of 
Education announced the two dozen teachers 
from K-12 public schools across the state 
who will serve on the newly created Michigan 
Teacher Leadership Advisory Council developed 
with a $10,000 grant from the national Council 
of Chief State School Officers. 

“Their collective talents and experience will 
be an asset to the council as we collaborate on 
the state’s plan to implement Michigan’s ESSA 
plan and work to become a Top 10 education 
state within 10 years, said State Superintendent 
Brian Whiston. “Based on the leadership these 
educators have demonstrated in our schools and 
communities, we know that Michigan’s students 
are in great hands.” 

ESSA is the new federal law that replaced the 
previous No Child Left Behind Act. Every state 
is to develop a plan that it will use to improve 
educational outcomes for children and hold 
schools accountable and transparent for that 
success. 

The new advisory council members were 
selected from a pool of more than 310 applicants 
from 10 Prosperity Regions across the state, 
following an application process open to all 
Michigan teachers. A competitive preference 
was given to those with experience or interest 
in teacher leadership positions. 

The members will attend the panel’s only 
mandatory, in-person meeting on Aug. 9 in 
Bath. Otherwise, they mostly will participate 
in online meetings where they can provide 
feedback on the state’s ESSA and Top 10 in 10 
plans. 

Council activities will be held outside of 
school hours. Members will receive a $500 
honorarium for the 2017-18 school year. 

Members will also serve as ambassadors of the 
#proudMleducator campaign (www.michigan. 
gov/poudmieducator) .
